11 
This Duty of - Meditation is à great step to 
Chriſt: For the Heart ſeldom opens to God more, 
than when a Chriſtian puts himſelf upon it. it 
is one of the higheſt Staves in Jacob's Ladder: 
For it does as it were trans figure the Soul ; and 
in a ſweet Extaſie, wrap it up with Saint Pau in- 
to the third Heaven. When a Man ſhallgo forth, 
as Iſaac did, into the Field to rags. and ſhall 
— aſide his Worldly Thoughts, to put himſelf
